I'm 
wondering what digital formats people on the list are using, how much 
computer it takes to use them, and how happy you are with them.

First step (hopefully obvious): don't throw away the original 16mm film! 

It should still be usable long after the VHS tape has turned to gunk 
or lost its magnetization. Also, it has far more detail than the VHS 
tape. (I shudder to think of the number of people who have had home 
movies dubbed to VHS and thrown away the film.) 


The service which is now getting affordable is dubs to DVD recordable 
disks. Actually, they generally dub first to one of the digital 
videotape formats, usually Mini-DV, sometimes Digital-8. This is 
because those are the output options of the "telecine" convertor. 


These tapes have an MPEG-2 image of the film. This is a digital format 
with "lossy" compression, the details that you "won't notice" are 
removed. But, being a very dense magnetic media digital format, they 
aren't considered archivally stable by any means. 


The vendors then copy the file on the tape to a PC or Mac (typically 
over FireWire), and then run it through authoring software to put it in 
the DVD format. (Chapters, titles, etc.) Then they record it on a DVD 
recordable disk. DVD players are under $100 now, and blow away VHS. 


The price is around $100 per recorded DVD now. Coming down, fast, as 


the equipment is getting cheaper, and volume is going up. But, there is 
a human factor in the quality of the results, and what you invest there 
does pay back! 


There are better video formats one can have the film dubbed to. Ones 
that don't have such lossy compression. For instance, the digital 
BetaCam format. But these are more expensive. You won't have anything 
to play them on, either. You'll find these sorts of services where 
there's a lot of film production. (New York City, for instance.) 


Also, if you have a PC or Mac, and access to a Mini-DV or Digital-8 
camcorder with FireWire, you can buy the software and a DVD recorder and 
do the "authoring" part yourself. There are predictions that this 
Christmas is going to see high sales of DVD recorders for PC's at 
reasonable prices. (Around $350.) 


Now, DVD-R's really don't have a track record on archival stability 
either. But, if you keep the data from the DVD online on a disk drive, 
keep two copies on different drives, and have good backup policies, you 
should be pretty safe in the long run. 


Of courss, the MPEG-2 compression format will be semi obsoleted by 
MPEG-4 soon. It's only a matter of time before you have to format 
convert all the MPEG-2 files to MPEG-4 files before there's nothing left 
that plays the MPEG-2 files. This is the frustration of digital 
archiving, the bits in isolation aren't enough. 


This has been a perpetual problem of digital archiving. The Census 
Bureau almost lost the raw data of the 1960 census, which they have to 
release in 2040, because they recorded it on a proprietary Univac solid 
metal computer magnetic tape. The realized that there weren't enough 
working tape drives of this model left to read all the tapes one time 
before wearing out the drives. So they had to do a crash program to 
read them and convert to the then modern standard 1/2" computer magnetic 
tapes. So far, IBM still makes and maintains drives to read those, but 
they are functionally obsolete as well. 


They didn't have any problem releasing the 1930 census. The data was on 
paper.

Good morning all... 


This has presented a challenge for me personally, not really in the video 
realm but in the publication realm. 


Over the five or six years I've been collecting BA's, I've been aquiring 
Boatanchor related computer files. Some are documents that may contain 
articles or personal notes, some are photos, some are scanned in documents 
like schematics, and others are texts of e-mails from this very list. 


The only solution I've come up with for long-term storage is to print them to 
paper. An example: 


Back when I first started collecting, my computer was a 386-DX33, and the word 
processing software I used was MultiMate. Today, pulling up any of my old 
MultiMate files on Word for Windows 2000 Pro requires lots of manual editing 
to remove MultiMate control codes that Word doesn't understand. I can still 
access the text, albeit with a lot of trouble, but for how long? Operating 
Systems today no longer allow the manual intervention that they did in the 
past. 


Today, when I save anything to a digital media, I realise that it is 
temporary. Anything I want to save for the long term, which I define as over 
5 years, gets printed to paper. 


I won't even get into the realm of e-mail archiving except to say that I've 
had the same problems, and the best solution is to just print them...

All: 


Just got back from 5 wonderful days working on the SJ-1 radar aboard 
the submarine COBIA. As avid readers of this saga know, about one 
half of the resistors in the entire radar needed to be replaced. 
Well, after about a roll of solder, I finally completed that task 
this time and was able to fire up more of the radar than just the 
transmitter. The A-Scope, PPI, and range unit all came alive and 
with only the normal few caps and adjustments seemed to work fine. 
The moment of truth came when I turned on the ships 250VDC supply 
and engaged the radar antenna training motor. I was rewarded with 

a nice view of the harbor on the PPI!!! These were the first images 
on this unit since before 1952. 


I have a small list of odds & ends that need to be done then the 
whole unit needs to be revisted and all timings set, RF sections 
touched up, etc. etc. 


For those of you who are radar jocks: 


One very interesting trouble is as follows. When I adjust the PRF 
for 1500Hz, the modulator "on-time" for 180uSec, and the "pre-knock" 
time for 4uSec (all of these are per the book and result in the 

RF pulse being generated 13.6 uSec after the sync pulse..this 13.6 
consists of the 4uSec pre-knock plus 9.6uSec delay in the PFN) 

I get the required 160Ma draw off of the 1200VDC supply. 


The trouble is I also get a ghost echo which occurs 7uSec after 
the leading edge of the transmitted pulse. The strength is real 
low but its enough to show up on my O-Scope as well as form a ring 
on the PPI. If I lower the modulator "on-time" or reduce the 
pre-knock time the ghost disappears but then I can't maintain the 
specified 160Ma HV current which is vital to maintaining the 

PFN's delay at 9.6uSec. 


I am sure that the above is caused by something in the TX as it will 
happen even when I put the dummy load on the unit thereby taking the 
Waveguide and antenna system out of the picture. 


Anyone have any ideas or hints as to the cause?

I am borrowing a friend's National receiver and I am interested in 
finding out if this particular receiver is rare or common. The radio is 
a Coast Guard R-460/UR, and it is the same as a National HRO-50-1. I 
know that it is the -1 version of the HRO-50 because it has the extra IF 
amplifier stage. The radio is a rack-mount version, and it has a case 
around it to serve as a dust cover. The front panel, sides and case 
have a black wrinkle finish and not the smooth hammertone finish that 
normal HRO-50's have. Also the S-Meter is a square meter instead of the 
built-in style that normal HRO-50's have. 


I have the A, B, C, and D coils for it which were a pretty standard coil 
package for it when these radios were sold commercially. I got this 
information from ARRL Handbooks of the era. The finish on the front of 
the coils matches the finish of the radio.
